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Few Bloodied Heads, But No Serious Injuries 
300 Civil Rights Demonstrators 
At World’s Fair Taken Into Court 


NEW YORK (AP)—Hundreds 
of civil 
rights demonstrators 
marched, 
chanted, 
lay 
down 
and resisted police as the New 
York World’s Fair opened in. a 
chilling rain Wednesday. 
More than 300 demonstrators, 
both Negro and white and some 
from 
distant 
states, 
were 
dragged into police vans, hauled 
off to a wire-fence stockade, 
and thence to court. 
Some stayed in jail, unable or 
unwilling to post bail. 
There were a few bloodied 
heads, but no serious injuries. 
One of the 5,000 city and private 
policemen on duty said the dem­ 
onstrators were treated “with 
kid gloves." 
“We had 
instructions 
from 
our captains to go easy." said 
LL Robert Como, leader of one 
detail. 
Opening day attendance was 
92.646, about a third of what 
had 
been 
expected. 
Officials 
blamed the rain and demonstra­ 
tions. 
Chanting “freedom, freedom” 
demonstrators nearly drowned 
out one of President Johnson’s 
two speeches, and they sat down 
through the national anthem. 
They forced temporary clos­ 
ing of at least two of the mod­ 
ernistic commercial pavilions. 
A much-heralded auto “stall­ 
in’’ to create a huge traffic jam 
around the fair site in Queens 
did not develop. Traffic was 
only 25 per cent of normal and 
moved better than usual, said

Union Members Gel

WASHINGTON (AP)-A give 
and take agreement has ended 
the threat of a nationwide rail­ 
road s t r i k e , with President 
Johnson a victor in the tough­ 
est domestic test of his admin­ 
istration. 
A few hours after the agree­ 
ment was reached, two dissi­ 
dent union officials threatened 
to strike part of the New York 
Central Railroad. But sources 
involved in the negotiations in 
Washington discounted the pos­ 
sibility that the threat would be 
carried out. 
Johnson, 
obviously 
elated, 
went before television cameras 
Wednesday night to announce 
settlement of the long, highly 
complex dispute a little more 
than 48 hours before a sched­ 
uled strike threatened to tie the 
nation's economy in knots. 
The agreement in effect gave 
union members financial gains 
in exchange for letting the rail­ 
roads reduce employment. Just 
how many jobs will be affected 
or how much money the rail­ 
roads may save won’t be known 
for some time after the general 
agreement 
is translated 
into 
contract language. 
In herding union and man­ 
agement negotiators successful­ 
ly through 13 days of emergen­ 
cy White House talks. Johnson 
stamped his brand indelibly on 
U S. labor history and achieved

Congress, the courts and five 
years of bargaining had failed 
to accomplish. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun­ 
dreds of U.S. jet fighter bomb­ 
ers and attack planes — each

Department and other U.S. offi­ 
cial and unofficial sources have 
been warning Cuba of possible 
serious consequences if Fidel 
Castro follows through on his 
threat to shoot down American 
reconnaissance planes. 
These

have 
been prompted by a belief that 
the Soviets may be about to turn 
over to the Cubans 24 complexes 
of SA2 antiaircraft missiles. 
It was such a missile, able to 
reach 80.000 feet, that downed 
a high altitude U.S. U2 recon­ 
naissance plane over Cuba at 
the peak of the 1962 crisis. 
Pentagon sources said no pre­ 
cautionary alerts have been or­ 
dered. 


The most probable form of re­ 
taliation, observers b e I i e v a, 
would be a swift blow to knock 
out one or more of the Cuban 
antiaircraft missile complexes. 
Almost certainly it would be 
a high explosive attack, al­ 
though all the U.S. jets ara 
capable of nuclear warfare. 
Coming in low under radar, 
the American fighter bombera 
and attack jets could hit fast 
and hard before the defenses 
could react, sources said. 
The United States gets photo­ 
graphic coverage of all of Cuba 
by high altitude planes at least 
once a week.

President 
J o h n s o n and Chairman 
Khrushchev remind us of two frontiers­ 
men trying to avoid premature death 
under the frontier code of last-man-to* 
draw-is-a-dead-one. 
The agreement on cutting back atom 
output is the equivalent of a frontier de­ 
cision not to fill a second gunbelt. It’s 
as though the two men had agreed that 
one gunbelt is enough. 
This is not an agreement on disarma­ 
ment. It is an agreement only on how 
much ammunition is needed to kill the 
enemy. This amounts to the supply on 
hand-one gunbelt. Another gunbelt would 
be superfluous. 


DISARMAMENT, on the other hand, 
would be an agreement to take half the 
bullets out of the first gunbelt. with a 
view to taking off the gunbelt altogether 
at some later date. Nothing like that is 
in prospect at the moment. It will be 
out of the question as long as the United 
States has no way to count bullets. 
It can count gun belts, however. And it 
can assume with good cause that t 
it has enough fissionable material on 
hand to kill all its potential enemies IO 
times and resents adding still more un­ 
needed killing power, its strongest poten­ 
tial enemy, the Soviet Union, feels the 
same way. 


THE AREA of easy agreement thus 
becomes a shared decision to ease up on 


further accumulations of surplus killing 
power. 
If both the United States and the Soviet 
Union know they have enough fissionable 
material to do the job many times, why 
not get together and quit piling up un­ 
needed bullets? 
That's the idea. Much 
as it 
galls 
Americans to think 
their 
government 
might get into the habit of agreeing with 
the Sovi.t Union on anything but the 
palatability of sturgeon roe, that’s the 
idea. 
Why go broke amassing “overkill”? 


Parental Share 


Every parent is concerned, in varying 
degrees, about the education of his chil­ 
dren. 
This concern is reflected in many ways, 
from helping the child with home study 
to serving in Parent - Teacher Associa­ 
tions and actively working to assist school 
projects. 
School leaders know well the real value 
of parents who constructively support the 
education program. This value is bring 
revealed currently In those who accept 
PTA offices and in those who are working 
for passage of levies in the area school 
districts. 
Most of these men and women do not 
feel the schools or communities thus be­ 
come obligated to them; they know they 
are doing their share of the parent-teacher 
teamwork in education. 


Where Do They Stop? 


Due to an organized campaign, key 
members of the U S. House of Representa­ 
tives have been swamped with mail favor­ 
ing “clarification” of the Constitution’! 
guarantee of religious freedom. 
The question is whether Congress can 
make this any clearer than It is now under 
the First Amendment and Supreme Court 
rulings to the effect that no religious 
concept shall be given precedence over 
any other concept in public schools. 
An amendment representing the views 
of many objectors to the Supreme Court 
rulings reads: 
“Nothing in this Constitution shall be 
deemed to prohibit the offering, read­ 
ing from, or listening to prayers or 
Biblical s c r i p t u r e s , if participa­ 
tion therein is on a voluntary basti, in 
nay governmental or p a b 11 c school, 
institution, ar place.** 
Would this clarify the First Amend­ 
ment? Is formal clarification r e a l l y 
needed, or could everything described in 
this proposal be done with the Constitu- 


Ballyhoo Vs. Advertising 


The days of the Ohio River showboat 
and the annual visit of the advance man 
for the circus are recalled by some of the 
recent escapades of The Beatles. 
They rifer excellent examples of the 
difference between advertising and bally­ 
hoo. 
The recent visit of the Beatles and the 
promotion for the Clay-Liston fight of­ 
fered an excellent example of the differ­ 
ence between advertising and ballyhoo. 
Both promotions are the kind press 
agents dream about. 
Puffery is a good trick if you can get 
away with it. but it can’t be worked too 
often or confidence collapses. That’s why 
advertising beats press-agentry. 
Advertising is built on confidence. Ad­ 
vertising media and all reputable ad­ 
vertisers know this and are jealous of the 
confidence they have created during gen­ 
erations of experience. 


Persuasion 


Excesses of Negro assertiveness were 
certain to occur. 
When they did. It was certain they 
would hurt the campaign for Negro civil 
rights. 
Excesses of assertiveness would swing 
previously sympathetic and non-hostile 
opinion in negative and critical directions. 
It would make non-Negroes doubt the 
self-discipline and group responsibility 
of Negroes in communities outside the 
South, where Negroes traditionally have 
been kept under tight control because 
whites were afraid of what might happen 
if they ever started on a rampage. 
This is one of the sad, tragic problems 
of the civil rights campaign. Able, con­ 
scientious Negroes pushing the campaign 
have no more power to control the wild 
men of their race than whites have to 
control the mavericks of their own race. 


NEGRO EXTREMISTS have had their 
counterpart in Kluxers and other hate­ 
monger. Once it was hard for Negroes 
to realize that not all whites were not 
night-riders, lynchers and supremacists. 
They know better now. 
But it is just as hard now for whites 
to realize there is a similarly wide range 
between extremes in the Negro family. 
The natural impulse is to blame all 
Negroes for the excesses of a few. 
The ironic aspect of this is that Negroes 
are expected to show the composure and 
self-discipline of Christian saints in cir­ 
cumstances calculated to shatter all com­ 
posure and self-discipline. 
Yet, if they falter they hurt their cause 
—and they can be grievously hurt if only 
a few falter, even though they have no 
way to keep this from happening 
By maintaining composure and saintly

They cannot be expected to bubble 
with enthusiasm for people who have gone 
out of their way to make things bad for 
them. 
They cannot be expected to feel friendly 
about people who “demonstrate” for the 
sake of 
demonstrating, 
accomplishing 
nothing except disorder. 
This is the problem Negroes face-how 
to get maximum effect with minimum of­ 
fense. 
Their all-time best demonstration was 
last summer s Freedom Rally in Washing­ 
ton. when they and they and their sym­ 
pathizers came together by tens of thou­ 
sands. listened to their speakers and went 
back to their homes with no untoward 
incidents. Their all-time worst demonstra­ 
tion may still be ahead of them. 
But their cause is hurt whenever it 
falls into the careless hands of leaders 
who don’t distinguish between violence 
and persuasion. They have nothing to gain 
by v i o I e n c e; everything to gain by 
persuasion.

There seems to be a new 
motto that describes the trend 
in American foreign policy — 
“forgive and forget.” 
T h e new 
mo o d is re- 
flected in de­ 
velopments in. 
Cuba. It has^ 
been revealed, 
f o r instance, 
that the Soviet 
Union is plan­ 
ning to t u r n , 
over the op­ 
eration of its David Lawrence 
anti-aircraft missiles in Cuba to 
the Castro government on May 
I, and will withdraw about 3,000 
of the 4,000 Soviet troops now 
in Cuba. It isn’t c l e a r yet 
whether M o s c o w will retain 
a veto over the firing of the 


missiles or whether the power 
of decision will be left with the 
Russian “technicians” who are 
to remain on the island. 
Not a single public protest, 
however, has been made by the 
United States government to the 
Soviet government over the con­ 
tinued presence in Cuba of So­ 
viet technicians and missiles. 
The last official word on the 
subject, so far as the public is 
concerned, was spoken in Octo­ 
ber 1962, at the time of the 
missile crisis. 
Despite efforts then to bring 
about an immediate w i t h- 
drawal of ail Soviet forces and 
missiles, tile United States has 
had to be content with a long- 
drawn-out maneuver. 


THE SOVIETS still maintain 


their original position. They in­ 
sist on giving armed assistance 
to a government in this hemi­ 
sphere and a military base 
has been established by a Euro­ 
pean power in defiance of the 
Monroe Doctrine and of a recent 
resolution by Congress. 
The tendency is to assume 
that nothing serious will de­ 
velop and that, even if the 
Castro government fires any 
of its anti-aircraft missiles and 
damages or downs any of the 
U2s or other planes which are 
engaged in occasional air inspec­ 
tion of Cuba, the United States 
will not hesitate to take retalia­ 
tory action. 
The controversy is deliberate­ 
ly confined to the United States 
and Cuba. Apprently the crime 
committed by the Soviet regime 


in invading the Western Hemi­ 
sphere and supplying arms and 
weapons and technicians to a 
country only 90 miles away from 
the United States is to be for­ 
given or forgotten. Certainly 
there is a hesitancy on the part 
of the government here even to 
mention it in any public way. 
There is, moreover, a desire 
in Washington to “play ball,” if 
possible, with the Soviet regime 
in the hope that some propa­ 
ganda advantage can be obtain­ 
ed in the international debate 
over reduction of armament. 


THUS, WHILE much emphasis 
is placed on the agreem ent 
just made to reduce the produc­ 
tion of uranium, this really has 
no military significance. Its de­ 
signed entirely to produce a

Crusader Band Tackles Illinois Crime

Hie country has little noted 
the onslaught of a small band

Victor Riesel 
turesome group of crime fight­ 
ers numbers only 12 investiga­ 
tors and is led by Charles Sir- 
agusa, former deputy commis­ 
sioner of the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics. Just four months ago 
he agreed to take on the na­ 
tion’s most powerful organized 
crime syndicate by accepting 
the post of executive director of 
the new—and still nationally un­ 
publicized—Illinois Crime Com­ 
mission. 


SIRAGUSA WAS given only 
$100,000 by the state to match 
the coin and influence of the 
multi-billion dollar mob. but he’s 
launched a counter - offensive 
which could fire up a reform 
movement that may yet purge 
this state. 
I asked him where he and his 
probers will hit after the open 
hearings on gambling the guts 
of syndicated crime. From it 
flow the bankrolls which take 
over legitimate businesses and 
local unions. 
One of the “t r e rn e n dous” 
Chicago rackets Siragusa wants 
to expose, he said, is the "arson 
for profit" operation. 
“The only things the mobs 
can’t muscle in,” Siragusa as­ 
serted. 
“a r e customers into 
their night spots and restau­ 
rants. When business slackens 
off in these places, they burn 
them down. This fire insurance 
swindle is enormous. 
It just

doesn t exist in other cities on 
the scale on which it exists 
here.” 
That’s not the only insurance 
racket in the Chicago and down­ 
state area, Siragusa disclosed. 
He then discussed the “fake 
hi-jack” operation. 


THE MOB sets up legitimate 
business fronts which require 
the use of big vans for carting 
merchandise or supplies. The 
trucks are over-insured. Then 
they 
are unleashed 
to run 
through abandoned streets dur­ 
ing the early morning hours. 
The syndicate technique is to 
transfer the cargo at some 
lonely spot and then to h a v e 
their business “executives” re­ 
port their trucks hi-jacked. 
The mob not only can collect 
the insurance but can sell off 
the allegedly stolen shipments 
and make hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on the double racket. 
Siragusa also reported that 
the Chicago “juice" racket is 
gargantuan compared to loan 
sharking in other communities. 
He insists that this is hitting 
hundreds of small businessmen 
as well as workers here. Any­ 
one going for “juice" borrows, 
say $1,000. and promises to pay 
it back in a lump sum. 


THE BORROWER agrees to 
pay a certain amount a week 
until he can deliver the total 
sum. The weekly payments, 
however, do not reduce his in­ 
debtedness. The loan is never 
“amortized.” You can pay $100 
weekly for months, but the loan 
is not paid off until you return 
the $1,000 in full and at one 
time. 
Siragusa believes these in­ 
vestigations will lead him to an 
eventual probe of labor rack­ 
eteering in this city where the 
mobs now reach into at least 
IO unions. At least one labor 
official is known to be a mem­ 
ber of the high command which

governs Chicago’s crime com­ 
bine. 
Siragusa knows how

a s s i g n m e n t is. Fed­ 
eral agents as well as Police 
Commissioner O. W. 
Wilson’s 
special squads have been trying 
for years to plant an under­ 
cover man in the syndicate’s 
hierarchy, but have failed de­ 
spite considerable expenditure 
of money and coordinated ef­ 
fort. 


THE ILLINOIS Crime Com­ 
mission. which was created by 
the State Legislature, will op­ 
erate throughout the entire state 
as well as in Chicago. No Illinois 
crime fighting group has ever 
moved so ambitiously. 
The Chicago crime cartel 
leaders had so much skill and 
influence that they have been 
able to turn their empire over 
peacefully to younger succes­ 
sors. Thus, Tony Accardo is 
moving slowly into the back­ 
ground as Sam Giancana takes 
over. Federal agents have esti­ 


mated Giancana’s income to be 
as high as $1.2 million a year. 
No other crime syndicate has 
interests in so many diversified 
commercial and industrial areas 
—or inside labor—as the Chi­ 
cago 
mobsters 
have. 
These 
range from finance to brewing 
and include meat sales, real 
estate, insurance, scavenger op­ 
erations, building and construc­ 
tion, and even an awning firm. 
This is a mighty empire for 
a little band to tackle, I re­ 
marked to Siragusa. 
“Hie . . . appropriation . . . 
was cut from $200,000 to half 
that amount,” he retorted. “I 
knew this when I came aboard 
and the difficulties it would im­ 
pose operationally and other­ 
wise. Consequently. I have no 
complaints in that quarter. How­ 
ever, I’m counting on sufficient 
success to preclude being ap­ 
propriated out of existence — 
rather I anticipate getting a 
much larger budget come July 
1965 ” 
This will be a fight worth 
watching. 


Penicillin Danger

“My emerging nation appreciates financial and military aid, 
Mr. Ambassador, but mostly we would like elevator shoes! .. 


CHICAGO — Penicillin may 
be the safest drug in the world, 
but it is still killing people with 
unexpected, disastrous allergic 
reactions. 
Doctors in New York City and 
St. Louis think they have a bet­ 
ter test for allergy to the first 
great antibiotic. 
But because 
only one in a hundred patients 
are sensitive to penicillin a n d 
its many chemical variations, 
developing a better test is time­ 
consuming work. 
Dr. Bernard Levine of New 
York University told specialists 
in drug activity that he is using 
the experimental test at Belle­ 
vue Hospital, that it seems able 
to give any doctor a reliable 
green light for administration of 
penicillin. Dr. Charles Parker of 
Washington University in St. 
Louis is also running tests. 


ALL TOLD, the doctors have 
pricked the skin of 5,000 patients 
with a mixture of Penicillin^, 
the old standby, and the new 
testing compound with the gela­ 
tinous name Penicilloyl - Polyly­ 
sine. Dr. Leving said that no 
one who didn't react with an 
angry red swelling at the test 
site has snown any allergy to a 
subsequent dose of penicillin. 
On the other hand, some pa­ 
tients who reacted with a welt 
may not be sensitive. The doc­ 
tors are too respectful of the 
so-called anaphylactic (shock) 
reaction to the drug to make 
any other efforts to find oik. 
That reaction can kill a man in 
five minutes right in a doctor’s 
office. 
Years of research on the pen­ 
icillin problem have yielded the 
essential chemical information 
about the reaction. Now all the 
clinicians have to do is figure 
out how best to apply it. T h e 
new testing substance is one 
fruit of that labor. Dr. Levine 
explained to reporters what has 
been learned. 


In the first place, humans 
don’t become allergic to penicil­ 
lin itself. The body rearranges 
the drug atoms into a molecule 
that combines with certain pro­ 
teins naturally present in th e 
body. 
That 
combination can 
either plug in a quick, violent 
reaction or a delayed but severe 
skin rash or do nothing at all. 


THE DOCTORS would 
like 
very much not to use penicillin 
itself to check the allergy. There 
is a slight chance of sensitizing 
somebody that way, who other­ 
wise might not become a peni­ 
cillin reactor. 
Specialists in allergy and im­ 
munity 
have 
shown 
that a 
chemical carrier can be synthe­ 
sized that will encourage t h e 
body to react to an allergic sub­ 
stance if the body has any ten­ 
dency to do so. 
Thus the chemists strung to­ 
gether 200 molecules of lysine, 
a common amino acid and a 
constituent of m u c h of the 
body’s protein structure. 


ON THE LYSINE chain they 
hang 200 molecules of the reac­ 
tive form of penicillin, so that 
cells in the skin will have an 
optimum chance of outrage. The 
skin will do that in 15 minutes 
in about 2 per cent of all people 
tested, Dr. Levine said. 
lf that is the case, w hy 
shouldn’t the shiny new com­ 
pound have a place in every 
doctor’s office tomorrow? 
No 
penicillin prescriptions without 
a trial needle? Not so fast, said 
Dr. Levine, echoed promptly by 
Dr Edward A. Carr of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
The two doctors would like to 
see at least 
100,000 patients 
checked before they’ll vouch for 
their new test. That is going to 
take a long time. 
The trouble is that penicillin 
reactions are so unpredictable. 


psychological impression that 
the chances of peace are being 
constantly improved. The truth 
is that both sides have plenty 
of nuclear strength to devastate 
each other’s territory. 
Such mutual agreements as 
the ban on nuclear testing in 
certain categories and now the 
curtailment (rf uranium produc­ 
tion — both agreements without 
provisions 
for inspection 
— 
are, of course, part of the So­ 
viet effort to give the impression 
that it has no hostile purpose 
toward the West. 
This is designed to invite 
further trade with the West and 
perhaps even to obtain financial 
help from the United States by 
way of long-term credits. 
The objective of Moscow is to 
produce the right atmosphere 
for commercial interchanges in 
order to help overcome some of 
the Communist economic diffi­ 
culties. 
Even while there is an out­ 
ward appearance of friendliness 
and peacefulness on the part of 
the Moscow government, the 
United S t a t e s government is 
constantly being informed of the 
infiltration by Soviet agents in 
different countries in this hemi­ 
sphere as well as in Africa. Hie 
Soviet plan for taking over more 
and more governments, just as 
happened in the case of Castro, 
has not been modified. 


MEANWHILE, an effort is be­ 
ing made here to put some cour­ 
age into the Organization of 
American States. A few of the 
governments in Latin America 
which have maintained diplo­ 
matic relations with the Castro 
government are beginning to 
talk of breaking off. But there 
Is no sign yet that any govern­ 
ment, including the U n i t e d 
States, is willing to sever diplo­ 
matic relations with the Soviet 
government — which, of course, 
is at the root of all the trouble. 
For the next few months not 
only the United States but some 
of its European allies are evi­ 
dently going to try to “play 
ball” with Nikita Khrushchev 
and elicit from him periodically 
further expressions of good will 
and peaceful intentions. Yet not 
a word is being said about the 
record of bad faith the Soviet 
government has made in the last 
few years throughout the world. 
It has infiltrated country after 
country. It even reached the 
point of supplying arms to the 
Cuban government and setting 
up missiles in close proximity 
to the United States. 
There seems to be inside gov­ 
ernment circles a disposition to 
avoid any controversy with the 
Soviet government about this 
and to regard the past as past. 
There is uneasiness among some 
members of Congress over such 
a policy of “forgive and forget.”

Schools Shut 
In Race Strife 


CHESTER, Pe. UT — Chester, 
Wednesday dosed its 16 public! 
schools indefinitely because of 
what school officials termed an 
explosive situation and to pre­ 
vent harm and violence in con­ 
tinuing civil rights demonstra­ 
tions. 
About 11,000 pupils a n d 200 
teachers are affected. 
The announcement by Char­ 
les D. Long, superintendent of 
Chester’s schools, came as 39 
person# were arrested during 
yesterday’s demonstrations, in­ 
cluding two Negro ministers. 
Long said he recommended 
the action, which was approved 
by the school board. He said the 
schools will remain dosed until 
there is a “return to normal- 
cy. 
Police charged the 39 demon­ 
strators. including one w h i t e 
man, wilh disorderly conduct.; 
Police also reported that a Ne­ 
gro boy was a d d i t i o n a l l y 
charged with carrying a con­ 
cealed deadly weapon. They 
said he had a zip gun in his 
possession.

Among the innovations ta the 
96 - game schedule, announced 
today by Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle, are a Friday night 
home opener for the New York 
Giants with Washington, their 
first home night game since 1938 
and Monday night dates ta De­ 
troit and St. Louis. 
The season will open with a 
night game, Saturday, Sept. 12 
in the Cotton Bowl, where the 
Dallas Cowboys will meet the 
St. Louis Cards. It will close 
Sunday, Dec. 13. The champion­ 
ship game will be played Sun­ 
day, Dec. 27 ta the home city of 
the Eastern Conference cham­ 
pions. 
Most of the games are tele­ 
vised regionally into the home 
area of the visiting team with 
the home city blacked out. The 
Columbia 
Broadcasting Com­ 
pany bought the rights for two 
years at 14.1 million a year, 
plus another 1.8 for the cham­ 
pionship game.

ANSWER: Soil-making processes started long ages ago, 
when rain and wind began to break off the rocks which form­ 
ed the earth’s original crust (A). Ice. working into cracks of 
the rock and then expanding, helped the process by splitting 
rock into smaller parts. Turbulant streams and freshets (Bl 
carried the process further by grinding the rock pieces to­ 
gether and spreading them out in times of flood. Air, work­ 
ing it’s way through the crushed rock, helped to soften it by 
chemical processes (Cl. Then, after the first plants and trees 
developed, the soil was greatly enriched as decaying plant 
and animal matter mixed with it <D). It had now finally ar­ 
rived at a point where abundant crops of all kinds of vegeta­ 
bles, grains and fruits could be grown and harvested, giving 
man the steady food supply he needed to be able to create 
civilization. 
But unfortunately man did not always use this valuable her­ 
itage of the soil wisely. When the white man first came to 
America, there was an average layer of nine inches of topsoil 
—the productive part in which crops are grown. Many of the 
first farmers used land carelessly, leaving exposed areas 
where topsoil could erode and wash or blow away. Now. we 
have only six of the onginal nine inches left. But modem 
farmers are becoming alert to the danger of losing more soil, 
and through good conservation practices they are preventing 
it from being eroded or washed away.
